shot Miss Fawn Davis, a daughter of 
Mrs. Nickerson by a previous marriage, 
also shot Mrs. Nickeraon and tried to 
kill himself. Mrs Nickerson's wound 
is a fleshy one in the back. The bnllet 
directed at Miss Davis struck h«r in 
the left breast and went downward, 
lodging below the heart. 
Owing to its 


location the doctors fear to probe for 
it, in her weakened condition. Blood 
shot himself in the mouth, but the 
wound is not serious. Blood has been 
trying to force his attentions upon Miss 
Linnie Davis, an elder daughter, bnt 
both girls and the family objected. 
This afternoon ha went to the Nicker- 
son home and rushed upstairs to a rocm 
where both girls were. He flourished a 
revolver and then shot at Lmnie Davis, 
but Fawn was in front of her and got 
the bnllet. 
Mrs. Nickerson came hur- 


rying upstairs and Blood turned and 
shot at her. Miss Davis is in a critical 
condition tonight. Blood will be taken 
to Brockton in the morning and ar- 
raigned. But little is known about 
him.

"That, by virtue of thf fact that the 


Platt law in its preamble says it is a 
fulfillment of the joint resolution and 
has been adopted by congress with the 
principal object of establishing inde- 
pendence. we do propose to the conven- 
tion to accept the following as an ap- 
pendix to the constitution." 


Question of Iiitrri eiitlon. 


The first, second, fourth and fifth 


clauses are quoted in their entirety. 
The third clause has the following ad- 
dition: 


"It being understood that the United 


States has the right to intervene to 
prevent the action of a foreign power 
or disturbances causing a <tate of an- 
archy and that the intervention shall 
always be the act of the I'uitecl States 
and not of isolated agents. The inter- 
vention shall suppose neither sover- 
eignty nor a protectorate and shall on- 
b,- last sufficiently long to establish nor- 
mal conditions. Said intervention, it is 
also understood, shall not have the 
right to interfere in the government, 
but only the right to preserve inde- 
pendence." 


An addition to the sixth clause says 


that the ownership of HIP Isle of Pines 
shall he settled by a future treaty. 


An addition to the seventh clause 


says: "It shall be understood that the 
naXal stations do not give the United 
States the right to intervene in the in- 
terior government, but are established 
with the sole purpose of protecting 
American waters from foreign invasion 
directed against Cuba or the United 
States. Cuba will sell or lease the nec- 
essary laud at points to be agreed upon 
later." 


An addition to the eighth clause says 


that the government of Cuba suggests 
at the same time a treaty of commerce 
based upon reciprocity. 


Siiuorlly ilriioH. 


The minority report says: 
'•The exp'anations given to tho coin- 


mission in Washington show that the 
I'littt law does not express the wishes 
of the United States, it was intended 
to protect the independence of Cuba, 
but the wording gives other interpreta- 
tions. 


"The United States is Inconsistent in 


nsking naial stations when tin: amend- 
ment provides that no concessions shall 
be given to foieigu powers. Smh a de- 
mand r.iiscs the question whether the 
United Slates does not consider Cuba a 
parl of its possessions." 


The report of the minority virtually 


accepts the tir.st and second clauses. 
Por the third clause the following is 
substituted: "That the government of 
t'ubii subscribes to the Monroe doctrine 
and \\ill help the United States to en- 
fuiee it against other nations trying to 
violate it." 


For the tourth clause the following is 


substituted: "Cuba does not recognise 
acts of intervention which are (uotVi in 
contonnuy with the V'oraker resolution 
and tin1 l'U\s of ihe country." 


The seventh clause reads, "Cuba will 


maintain naval stations, luinding them 
o\er to the United States in lime ot 
war " 


The report of the minority recom- 


mends a commercial treaty based upon 
reciprocity.

The letter reached Mr. Barbour 
on Friday. Two days before it got here 
came, the dispatch from Mrs. Babcock, 
sent from the Hotel Britannique at Na- 
ples, informing Mr. Barbour that Dr. 
Babcock had been taken ill with fever 
and had been removed to a hospital at 
Naples. 
Saturday's cable from Dr. 


Rlggs wa& merely the brief announce- 
ment of Dr. Babeock's death. 


L>r. Babcock was born in Syracuse in 


1858 aud was craclnateu from the Syra- 
cuse university in 1S7!>. He studied at 
the Auburn Theological seminary until 
18S2, when he was, ordained in the 
presbytery of Niagara. His first charge 
was the First Presbyterian church of 
Loekport, and be went from there five 
years later to Baltimore to succeed the 
Rev. Frank W. Gunsaulus. Dr. Bab- 
cock was called from a Baltimore pas- 
torate to the Brick church in Novem- 
ber. 189!). aud assumed the pulpit in 
the. followintr January. 


Shot by BrotUer-ln-law. 


St. Paul, May 20.—In the presence of 


his G-year-old son Frank Greipel was 
last night shot down in cold blood by 
his brother-in-law, Henry 
Mingers. 


Three shots were fired, and Greipel 
died almost instantly. 
Mingers had 


formerly lived with the Greipels, but 
they had quarreled, and he left them. 
Last night he entered tueir home and 
after a few minutes' conversation re- 
quested his sister, Mrs. Greipel, to get 
him a drink of water. She had to go 
into the yard for the water, and while 
she was absent Mingers drew a re- 
volver and without warning began fir- 
ing. The little boy screamed for help 
and tried to grasp his uncle's arm, but 
the latter threw him off and continued 
firing until Greipel fell. Mingers is un- 
der arrest. 


Police Avert a. Lynching. 


Connellsville, Pa., May 20.—The town 


is not much quieted down after the ter- 
rible excitement of Saturday night over 
the murder of Assistant Yardrnaster 
William Moore and the attempted 
lynching of "William Fairfax, the negro 
murderer. By a counter excitement 
early yesterday morning the police di- 
verted" the attention of the mob and 
then dashed down a rear way to the 
railroad with Pairfax and got him 
a\i ay safely to TJnionto-wn jail.

TUe Total Eclipse. 


Boston, May 20.—President Prltehett 


of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology has received a cable message 
from Professor Burton, in charge of 
the technology eclipse party, announc- 
ing that important results had been ob- 
tained. The weather was cloudy dur- 
ing a portion of the eclipse, but all four 
contacts were observed, and a brilliant 
corona was shown at totality, which 
lasted nearly six minutes. Photographs 
of the corona were obtained. The most 
interesting and novel work of the party 
consisted in the observations obtained 
photographically of the shadow bands. 
These were, curious black bands which 
are seen reaching along the earth's sur- 
face just before and just after the 
moon's shadow. Great doubt has been 
expressed of their reality, and various 
attempts have been made to describe 
their six.e and direction.

MACHINISTS QUIT WORK 


National Strike Began This 


Morning. 


FITTY THOU8AHD MEH AFFECTED.

Day With Bcttrr Pay. 
Washington. May :iO.—The strike or- 


der issued by the ex**-utive board of 
the International Order of Machinists 
went into effect at 7 «fclock this inoru- 
i2JK. 
President O'Counell said that 


about 50.000 men will be affected. The 
order instructs the men to refuse to go 
to "work iu all shops where notices 
granting the nine hour workday have 
not been posted ai 1 o'clock. The esti- 
mate is now that 35 per cent of the em- 
ploying firms have sijmed. At least 
25.0OO union machinists were working 
nine hours or less when the question 
was taken up by the association. 


The 50.000 men who will suspend 


work are scattered all over the coun- 
try. The national officers are hopeful 
that speedy settlements will be reached 
in most of the eastern cities, but they 
fear a more prolonged struggle on the 
Pacific coast. The Union Iron works 
at San Francisco, where the battleship 
Ohio is building, and other large con- 
cerns are preparing to resist the de- 
mand. In a number of'Cities there are 
questions pending between tke employ- 
ers- and men which may operate to pre- 
vent decisive actiop nt once. 


BATES AND THE SULTAN. 


The General Tel?* About the Sain 


San Francisco, May 20.— General J. 


C. Bates, who negotiated the famous 
treaty with the sultan of Sulu, is in the 
city, having arrived ,from Manila on 
Saturday. His story of his experiences 
in tlie Stilus is interesting. 


General Bates said: 
"The Mohammedans who recognise 


the sultan of Sulu differ from the oth- 
er natives of the islands in the fact 
that they do not desire independence. 
In fact they told me they preferred to 
have the protection of a strong nation 
and frankly declared that if the United. 
States did not want to take them they 
would appeal to some other great coun- 
try- As commander of the department 
of southern Luzon, it became my duty 
to treat with the sultan of Sulu. I 
found his people to be very much like 
our native Indians, and it seemed to 
me that it would be better to get them 
in an amicable mood than to go in for 
an Indian war. General Otis put $10,- 
000 in silver at my disposal, and after 
they had given all the concessions that 
the government wished I made a few 
presents, but they did not get a cent 
until they had come to our terms. 


"There is nothing 
extraordinary 


about these people. They are willing 
to fight and do not lack in bravery, but 
they have little knowlegde of firearms 
and are not as formidable as the In- 
dians of this country. 


"After my first consultation with the 


sultan the people of Manila were amaz- 
ed to learn what had been accomplish- 
ed. and it was declared that the United 
States had in six weeks secured from 
the natives more than the Spanish. 
were able to get in three centuries. All 
we wanted for a beginning was the 
pacification of the country and to have 
it so that Americans may travel freely 
without clanger of molestation. 
This 


we secured by continuing the methods 
inaugurated by the Spanish, who had 
been paying the sultan of Sulu almost 
as much money as we do without ob- 
taining any guaranty of peace in the 
island."

Chicago, Mfciy 20.~-According to the 


decision of the executive board of dis- 
trict No. 8, International Association of 
Machinists, representing all union ma- 
chinists of Chicago and vicinity, the 
general strike went into effect in this 
city this morning. In a dozen shops 
the.-rnen refused to work. The men in 
othet shops will be called out dtiring 
the day as the business agents of the 
union visit them and find a refusal on 
the part of the employer to sign the 
scale. No discrimination will be made 
between the shops of members of the 
National Metal Trades association and 
outside shops. The pattern makers at 
the Gates Iron works and at the Frazer 
& Chalmers machinery manufacturing 
plant have decided to make a demand 
for 33M> cents an hour and if the de- 
mand is not granted to go on strike. 
The pattern makers will ask the same 
scale of hours as that granted to the 
machinists. 


Situation In Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, May 20.—No agreement 


has as yet been reached between the 
machinists' union and the National 
Trades association, and one of the 
greatest strikes in the industrial his- 
tory of this city will be inaugurated to- 
day unless the labor leaders who ar- 
rived this morning shall succeed in 
bringing the warring factions together. 
President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor has arrived from 
Columbus to take charge of the strike. 
In addition to Mr. Gompers, Thomas J. 
Kidd of the Amalgamated Woodwork- 
ers' union, John B. Lennon, treasurer 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
and other prominent leaders will assist 
in directing thfe strike. 
President 


O'Connell of the, International Machin- 
ists will remain at Washington and di- 
rect matters at the various other places 
where strike are expected. 


Two Thousand Ont lit Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, May 20.~About 2,000 


machinists went on strike in this city 
this morning for the nine hour day, ac- 
cording to John J. Keegan, business 
agent in this vicinity of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists. There 
are about C.,000 machinists in the city 
employed by about 150 firms. Of these 
firms 47 go on nine hours today. Com- 
mittees of machinists will call on the 
Baldwin Locomotive works. Cramps 
Shipbuilding company, the Midvale 
Steel works, Pennsylvania Iron Works 
company and the Southwark Iron foun- 
dry, which firms employ about 1,500 
men and which have not yet signified 
their willingness to grant-the demands 
of the men. If the committees are not 
successful in their efforts, Agent Kee- 
gmi says, the men at these places who 
belong to the union will immediately be 
called out.

At Buffalo. 
' Buffalo, May 20.—It was announced 
at a meeting of all organized machin- 
ists in this city held last night that &\\ 
tho machinists employed by the Lehigh 
Valley railroad system would strike. 
This action is in accord with the gen- 
eral ordeT sent otit by President-O'Con- 
nell of the International Association of 
Machinists some mouths ago. About 
1,000 men employed in other establish- 
ments in the city struck on May 1. Of 
this number about 30 per cent have re- 
turned to work, their employers .having 
granted their demands. Tomorrow 400 
more will strike, making in all about 
1,200 machinists, out In Buffalo. A dol- 
ogate from Lockport who was at the 


i meeting said that the men employed by 
1 the Ilnwley Steam Pump works in that 
1 city would strike tomorrow unless their 


demands are satisfied.

Boston, May 20.—The call for* a ma- 


chinists' strike did not find -such a 
hearty response in New England as 
has been anticipated for some weeks, 
chiefly because the unions in the small- 
er manufacturing centers are not well 
organized or have not the financial re- 
sources to back them up. The move- 
ment was seen in its full strength in 
Boston, where about 1,800 machinists 
have struck. One hundred and four- 
teen firms will run on the nine hour 
schedule, employing about 2,500 ma- 
chinists. 


Scrnuton Machinists Strike. 


Scranton,' Pa., May 20.—The 1,000 


Scranton and Wilkesbarre employees 
of the Dickson Manufacturing compa- 
ny's machine shops, now a part of the 
Allis-Chalaiers combine, refused to ac- 
cept the company's offer of a nine hour 
day and arbitration of the wage ques- 
tion and went on strike this morning. 
The 300 employees of the Scranton 
Bolt and Nut works refused a liberal 
offer of President Zehnder because it 
was at variance with the united de- 
mand of a nine hour day and ten hours' 
pay. 


Many Shoi» Closed In Milwaukee. 
Milwaukee, May 20. — Representa- 


tives of the various plants in Milwau- 
kee employing machinists announced 
last night that there was no chance of 
the demands of the machinists being 
granted. Twenty-five of 28 shops will 
be affected, three small concerns em- 
ploying in the aggregate about 50 hav- 
ing yielded to the demands of the meii. 
About 1,600 machinists in this city will 
strike. 


Boston Machinists Go Out. 


Boston, May 20.—The strike among 


the machinists which is gradually 
spreading over the country began to 
affect this city and vicinity this morn- 
ing, when nearly 1,500 men remained 
away from their work. This is the re- 
sult of failure of the various compa- 
nies to post notices Saturday night 
stating that the demand for nine hours 
had been granted.

Xo More Demand For Picture* ol F»- 


IUOUK Shipwrecks Ainu us; Suitor*. 
"This has become a mo^t unprofitable 


business," said a dealer as he held up to 
view a highly colored lithograph of a 
shipwreck in luidoctan. 


Men, women and children were floating 


about the surface o£ the stormy sea, 
clinging to upturned hfebuats, spars and 
bits of wreckage. 
The eutue forward 


part of the steamer had disappeared from 
view beneath the waves, and a small part 
of the bteru alone was above the water's 
edge and was packed with humanity. 


"Good picture," continued the dealer. 


"Good picture, but it does not seem to be 
any too popular these days. I remember 
the time not long ago when you couldn't 
find a forecastle without half a dozen pic-! 
tures of wrecks at sea. 
Now they rot 


away in the showcases before we sell a 
single one. 


"Every notion store window along 


South and West streets was an art gal- 
lery. Except for a few old timers no- 
body sells these pictures along the water 
front now. The reason for the change is 
that the old time sailor is dying away 
fast, and the forecastles are now filled 
viith stokers, trimmers and gracious 
knows what else. 


"One or two western marine papers 


still offer nautical lithographs for sale, 
but I imagine they do not bank money 
with the proceeds. 
I recall the time 


when the walls of the average forecastle 
were lined with world famed pictures. 
Pictures of the TJreadnaught, Sovereign 
of the Seas, Red Jacket, Flying Cloud, 
Lightning, Challenger and other crack 
Yankee clipper ships were sold by the 
thousands. 
They usually brought 25 


and 50 cents each, but not infrequently 
went for $1. 'Pictures of the loss of the 
Arctic, Atlantic, Hungarian, Anglo-Sax- 
on, Ville du Havre, Schiller and Deutsch- 
land used to sell like hot cakes. 


"It is odd that sailors of the old school 


should have desired to decorate their 
forecastle homes with thrilling scenes of 
shipwreck, but it is nevertheless a fact. 
On one occasion the ship Sea Witch 
saved more than 130 passengers from a 
burning steamer, and the crew went in 
a body to the forecastle and tore from 
the walls a picture of the destruction of 
the Austria by fire. This picture was a 
horrible spectacle of drpwning humanity, 
the flames being represented as leaping 
up to the topmasts. Hundreds of bodies 
were depicted floating in the water. The 
men tore the picture down because they 
said it did not do justice to the scene 
which they had just witnessed. 


"One of the chief reasons for the big 


sale of nautical lithographs in the old 
days \\as that the sailors did not leave 
their ships at the completion of each voy- 
age. The forecastles were the headquar- 
ters of fiddles, songs, dances, tobacco 
and stories from the watch below. Steam 
has killed the good old forecastle, and 
the crew jumps the average steamer for a 
new love each trip. 
They don't have 


time to hang up chromos even if they had 
the desire, -which they have not. 
They 


are a lot of canalers that are going to 
sea these days."—New York Sun.

Sight. At the completion of his treat- 
ment the eyesight -was greatly improv- 
ed, and at the end of three years his 
eyesight was to all intents and pur- 
poses the same as that of other men of 
his age.

The First Engliah Bible. 


The first complete Bible printed in Eng- 


lish was issued in Io35 without any pub- 
lisher's name. It was the work of Miles 
Coverclale, who incorporated, with revi- 
sions, Tyndale's books of the New Testa- 
ment, of the Pentateuch and of Jonah, 
and for the rest translated from German 
and Latin versions. It was thus only 
partly original and in that part just a 
translation of a translation. 
No perfect 


copy of this Bible is known to exist. 


Coverdale's Bible is railed both 
"the 


Treacle Btt>le" and "the Bug Bible," 
from two curious renderings. 
The pas- 


sago in Jeremiah which we now read, "Is 
thoie no balm in Gilead?" is rendered, 
"Is theie no more treacle in Galahad?" 
Aud in the Psalms, "Thou slink not ba 
afraid of the terrors by night," reads 
"Thou shalt not ncde to be a frayed for 
nny bugges by night." 
In the Ninth 


Psalm, "Put them in fear, O Lord," is 
rendered by Coverdale as, "Set a school- 
master over them." 


Increasing Use ot Qninine. 


The druggist was in a talkative 


mood. In the last hour he had sold 
quinine to nine customer1*, and he felt 
called upon to make a mild protest. "It 
is strange," said he, "what simple faith 
most persons have in the virtue of qui- 
nine and whisky as a cure all. If the 
average man sneezes a few times, he 
buys a lot of qxiiniue capsules and 
pint of Jersey lightning and goes to 
bed with it. He washes 30 or 12 grains 
of quinine down with half a pint or so 
of the whisky, and the next morning 
ho gets up feeling old, bedraggled and 
generally unfit for business. lie might 
better have had the cold than to sub- 
ject his system to such a strain. The 
quinine is a drug which should be han- 
dled with as much care as any other.

harmony with the general setting, and 
though, while in the daytime they 
serve no lighting purpose whatever, 
at night such supports become all im- 
portant. 


It is intended that the lighting In 


the Esplanade, while maintaining the 
lighting unit throughout, which is es- 
sential for the purpose of traffic, shall 
be increased in decorative 
effect 


gradually from the entrance to the 
surrouudings of the Electric Tower, 
which location has been designed as 
the climax of electrical and fountain 
effects. 


Advantage has been taken through- 


out the grounds of the different pat- 
terns of details of staff to produce an 
effect of translucency of the 
staff 


itself. While the light will stand out 
plainly, there will be no visible evi- 
dence of its source. 


The fountain displays throughout tile 


courts will follow the same idea as the 
lights, and the climax will be at the 
Electric Tower. In short, as the visit- 
or advances toward the big_centerpiece 
of the Exposition he will realize that 
all the decorative effects increase from 
the quiet to the strenuous, though the 
change will be so gradual as to be al- 
most imperceptible. 


The lights and water will be of tlae 


same tone. The sky lines will be de- 
fined by the United States Government 
group of buildings on the east and the 
Horticultural group on the west. Thus 
the effects will be nicely framed. 


In the Fountain of Mau the motion of 


ithe water will be very quiet. Iu the 
;Fountaiu of Abundance, at the foot of 
|the Court of Fountains, the motion will 
,be rapid, giving the effect of a great 
(quantity of water, as the name implies, 
,in order to complete the parallel of ef- 
Ifects of light and water. The basin of 
the Court of Fountains will be filled 
.with large Jets of. water thrown "verti- 
cally and called pillar jets, all illumi- 
nated with circles of incandescent 
lights taken up by the projected water 
and will be again reflected on tbe sur- 
face of the basin by the water in agita- 
tion from the falling drops. . 


In this basin also will be-located 


groups of water figures, formed by the 
manner in which the water is projected 
Into tbe shape of large wheat sheaves 
>and lilies. There "will be 11 or more of 
these water figures, about 12 feet high, 
on the center axis of the Court ol 
Fountains. 


There will be a group of statuary 


'representing the Genius of Water just

bators aad reared in brooders, aud the 
artificial method demands more v:^or in 
tho chick than is aet-es.sary when nature 
s f Allowed aud the chicks intrusted to the 
[•are of a hen. 
"Wlicu the chicks arc 


latched, they remain in the incubator un- 
til thoroughly dried off, when they are 
carried out to the brooder house and 
placed in lots of 50 to each artificial 


A common type of brooder is a 


box about three feet square, inside of 
which, is the hover, which is 2'X, f^et wide, 
circular in shape, with small pieces of 
felt hanging down from the ed<je. 


The hover sets four or five inches from 


the floor of the brooder, and fresh air, 
warmed as it passes over a drum heated 
by a lamp, constantly discharged into it. 
Varying with the time of year the tem- 
perature iu this space is maintained at 
from S5 to 90 degrees when the chicks 
aie first placed therein. As they grow 
older the heat is reduced gradually. 


AVhcn the chicks are placed in the 


brooder, they are lively and curious. The 
little fellows remain under the hover but 
a few minutes, vrhen they emerge to look 
over their new quarters and find some- 
thing to eat. The visitor to a pouitty 
farm who has no particular knowledge 
of chickens 5s shocked to see the first 
feed given them. 
Instead of <?omethin2; 


dainty, as seems natural for such delicate 
fluffy little creatures, they are given 
stones— not big stones, but about the siae 
of ordinary shot, which the por.ltryuien 
call grit. It is ground up especially for 
chicks and presents many edges, all ot 
which are sharp us broken glass. One 
would suppose the grit would cut the 
chicks, but it does not. 
They are not 


afraid of it, seeming to know it is ju^t 
what they need to start out in life with. 
Without asking questions they pounce on 
the tine stone and clean it np in short or- 
der. The grit remains in the gizzard and 
answers the purpose of teeth. 


When they have eaten all the grit they 


need, the chicks are apt to stand around 
aud get chilled, and a chill is fatal. To 
avoid this the poultryman keeps an eye 
on them, and when he finds them hud- 
dling off in a corner or pushing against 
each other for warmth he drives them, uu- 


i der the hover, doing this 50 times a day, 


if necessary. After the first two or three 
days the chicks when chilly learn to go 
under the hover themselves, but thaj does 
not end the troubles of the attendant, fur 
he must then be certain thnt hi,-, chaiges 
are not so warm that they are in danger 
of becoming ill. The temperature must 
not be allowed to drop below the proper 
point, either. C!SQ the chicks will jam to- 
gether and cru>h each other to death. 


The second feed given tho chicks is 


rolled oats of the best quality. It makes 
expensive chicken feed, but the object is 
to secure the finest flavor possible and 
thereby obtain the highest prices. Rolled 
oats are fed morning and night for the first 
few days, nnd fresh, pure water, renewed 
three times daily, is supplied in small 
fountains that are kept scrupulously 
clean. 


At tbis time of the year the chicks are 


fed four times daily, and the mixture of 
feed they get between breakfast and sup- 
per is a am gin? to the novice, and also to 
the oidhiaiy farmer who thinks be knows 
all about raisins chickens. The basis of 
this feed is corn and wheat, specially 
cracked, of the best quality procurable in 
the open market. To this is added fresh 
meat that has been thoroughly boiled and 
ground up tine. Cl mT, looking as green 
nnd smelling almost as sweet as the day 
it was cut — it is Cured for poultry by a 
special and costly process — is introduced 
in the mixture, which is then mixed with 
milk secured daily from cows kept on the 
premises. 
When this has been stirred 


thoroughly, it is steamed, after which it 
is ready to be fed to the chicks. 


In addition to these feeds, the chick a 


also receive green stuff every day. After 
the spring hns opened fresh green rye nnd 
clover arc cut aud mixed with the reg- 
ular feed.

it is tossed in a tank of ice cold water, 
where it remains until chilled through. 


How they are shipped depends on the 


season. In extremely cold weather no 
ice is used iu shipping, but in warm 
weather they are packed in barrels lined 
with white paper and kept cool by the 
use of liberal Quantities of finely cracked 
Ice.—New York Mail and Express.

In visw of their petition of May 6th, 


addressed to the mayor, and because of 
the public discnssion which it has 
aronsed, the Ministerial association of 
Portsmouth and vicinity desires to make 
the following statement: 


In their action, it was not the purpose 


of the ministers to discriminate against 
any particular gronp of the citizens of 
this city, but the ministers recognize 
that their action nay be so interpreted 
as to lay them open to the charge of 
mating invidious distinctions. One par- 
ticular group of people, therefore, has 
a right to feel aggrieved, and tha Min- 
isterial association sincerely regrets this 
result of their action. The underlying 
purpose of the petition was to^ have 
stopped in the buildings controlled by 
the city authorities, the playing for 
prizes bought from a geceral fund, 
which play is R form of gambling. 
Had 


the ministers known or recalled that 
any other building than those named, 
had been used for the same purpose, 
such building -would have been men- 
tioned. 


The ministers, individually, in private 


conversation and 
in 
public 
utter- 


ance, have taken 
ground 
against 


the particular 
form 
of 
gambling 


nnder consideration, whether conducted 
in private honses, public halls or city 
buildings. Tnat tiey have done so with 
that persistency and with that concerted 
action {which the situation demanded 
may ba questioned. If they have not 
se acted, they have been remiss in their 
duty. 


They feel that a more private and 


friendly effort should (have been made 
m regard to the cise recommended for 
action ,if a particular case were to be 
noticed at all, and a more general pub 
lie protest made concerning the whole 
•nbject of playing games of chance for 
prizss, bought from a general fund. 
However, there certainly is a place 
for public protest and such public 
action 
as the 
control 
of 
authori- 


ties makes possible. When our boys are 
playing cards in public parks with pen- 
nies piled on the benches, when tbe 
agents of policy shops make their daily 
rounds in oar shops and stores, when 
social clubs and private house circles 
are openly and constantly engaging in 
games of chance for prizes, perhaps the 
time is ripe for a public recognition of 
such facts. Althorgh on second thought 
;t may seem not to have been wise or 
kind, it wa^ not unnatural to single oat 
that particular form of the tronble that 
centered in public buildings and could 
be reached by constituted authority. 


As a nation we are threatened with a 


recurrence of a form of evil which has 
characterized society at some of its 
most unhealthy poriodf. 


The gambling evil has long been rec- 


ognizod in its results, but the evil of 
^ambling as an affront to good morals, 
nas grown into recognition only within 
she last century. 
While the better 


known forms of gambling are pretty 
well understood, many people have not 
grasped its principle fully, and they 
sometimes fail to recogniza tha evil iu 
aoruo of its guises. 
It may well be, 


that there are those in our midst who 
indulge in play for prizes, whose con- 
sciences arc clear, because these persons 
ijavo never recognized the real prin- 
ciple involved in gambling, and who, 
when they understand, the logical re- 
sults of their Roemingly harmless indul 
gence, will be the first to deplore it. 


In any case the ministers of thw city 


have made no new discovery. They an- 
uot 
ptomulgatiiig 
any new ethical 


doctrine. They muintnin no other posi 
(ion than that which all moralists and 
goo 1 publicists approve. Indeed they 
are
